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President- Elect  of  the  National  Alumnae 

Association 


Mrs.  Edward  Alton  Parrish  (Molly 
Wrenn  Vaughan,  '29)  of  Newport  News, 
Virginia,  has  been  elected  national  president 
of  the  Alumnae  Association,  Mary  Washing- 
ton College  of  the  University  of  Virginia. 
She  is  a  native  of  the  Peninsula  where  her 
people  settled  quite  early  in  the  history  of  the 
colonies.  Mrs.  Parrish  was  educated  in  the 
Newport  News  public  schools  and  was  grad- 
uated from  Mary  Washington  College  in 
1929.  While  on  The  Hill  she  was  active 
in  many  student  organizations  and  served  as 
president  of  the  student  body  her  senior  year. 

In  spite  of  advice  urging  her  to  become 
an  instructor  in  high  schools,  she  persisted 
in  her  earlier  determination  to  teach  first 
graders,  and  did  just  that;  first  in  Westhamp- 
ton  School,  then  in  Henrico  County  and  later 
in  her  native  city.  When  she  married  in  1934, 
teachers  were  more  plentiful  than  now  and 
her  school  board  was  uninterested  in  a  mar- 
ried teacher!  She  taught  a  private  kindergar- 
ten, served  as  church  secretary,  and  as  assistant 
city  librarian,  and  taught  for  awhile  in  the 
school  at  Langley  Field.  This  past  year  she  has  established  a  private  school  of 
her  own  on  a  very  small  scale,  teaching  first  graders  again.  In  addition,  she 
assists  her  husband  in  editing  The  Shipbuilder,  a  weekly  publication  of  the 
Peninsula  Shipbuilders  Association. 

Because  of  her  three  sons,  she  has  been  interested  in  Parent-Teachers  As- 
sociation work  as  well  as  community  projects.  Many  of  her  numerous  church 
activities  have  been  concerned  with  young  people  throughout  the  district  and 
state  associations.  She  has  been  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Club  of  Newport 
News,  serving  on  a  number  of  its  committees.  This  spring  she  was  appointed 
as  publicity  chairman  for  the  annual  convention  of  the  Virginia  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  held  at  the  Hotel  Chamberlin,  Old  Point  Comfort,  April  5-7. 

Her  connection  with  the  Alumnae  Association  goes  back  almost  to  the 
time  she  became  an  alumna,  for  she  became  a  life  member  of  the  association 
soon  after  her  graduation.  The  new  president  was  one  of  the  charter  members 
of  the  Peninsula  Chapter  of  the  Alumnae  Association.  She  served  the  chapter 
as  a  member  of  the  first  constitution  committee,  as  program  chairman  and  as 
publicity  chairman.

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Homecoming  -  1  949 


Homecoming  weekend  began  Satur- 
day, April  2,  with  registration  in  Mary- 
Ball  Reception  Hall.  From  that  time  on 
returning  alumnae  took  over  the  camp- 
us, renewing  old  acquaintances,  meeting 
the  students  and  inspecting  the  school. 

The  board  of  directors  met  at  9:45  a.m. 

A  luncheon  was  held  at  1  p.m.  in  the 
Tapestry  Room  of  Seacobeck  Hall  and 
this  was  followed  by  a  general  business 
meeting,  with  Mrs.  B.  Larrabee  Carr, 
acting  national  president,  presiding  and 
welcoming  the  group.  Lindlay  Goolrick, 
executive  secretary,  submitted  her  re- 
port, which  consisted  of  a  general  out- 
line of  her  duties,  the  accomplishments 
of  the  association  and  its  plans  for  the 
future. 

The  following  resolutions  were  pre- 
sented and  adopted: 

That  the  Alumnae  Association  sponsor 
the  furnishing  of  the  public  rooms  of 
Brompton. 

That  a  committee  from  the  Alumnae 
Association  appear  before  the  Board  of 
Visitors  and  urge  the  continuation  of 
the  major  in  Health  and  Physical  Edu- 
cation, and  to  stress  the  importance  of 
releasing  funds  for  the  Student  Activity- 
Physical  Education  building. 

That  a  campaign  be  started  to  raise 
funds  for  the  construction  of  a  wing  of 
the  Student  Activity-Physical  Education 
building  for  the  alumnae.  It  was  recom- 
mended that  this  building  be  named  the 
Student-Alumnae  building. 

It  was  announced  at  the  general  meet- 
ing that  Lindlay  Goolrick  had  submitted 
her  resignation  to  the  board  of  directors 
as  executive  secretary,  effective  June  1, 
1949.  The  resignation  was  accepted  with 
regret  and  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  consider  a  replacement. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for 
the  term  September  1,  1949,  to  August 
31,  1951:  Mrs.  E.  Alton  Parrish,  presi- 
dent; Miss  Betsy  Rowe,  secretary,  and 
Miss  Mary  Annette  Klinesmith,  his- 
torian. 

The  closing  remarks  at  the  business 
session  were  made  by  Miss  Mildred  P. 
Stewart. 

At  a  formal  dinner  that  evening  the 
alumnae  honored  Dr.  Morgan  L.  Combs, 
who  is  now  in  his  twentieth  year  as  pres- 
ident of  the  college.  Mrs.  Ralph  New- 
some,  president  of  the  Peninsula  Chap- 


ter, presented  him  a  handsome  Swiss 
wristwatch  in  behalf  of  the  association 
and  made  a  speech  commending  him 
for  his  administration  and  the  growth 
of  the  school  during  his  tenure  of  office. 

Mrs.  Carr  presided  at  the  dinner  and 
introduced  the  association's  president- 
elect, Mrs.  Parrish,  and  others  seated 
at  the  speakers'  table.  Miss  Anne  Lee 
Ceglis,  a  freshman,  sang  several  selec- 
tions. 

Seacobeck  Hall,  where  the  dinner  was 
held,  was  decorated  with  bouquets  of 
purple  and  pink  snapdragons  and  yellow 
acacias.  On  the  speakers'  table  were 
three  arrangements  of  white  lilacs,  pink 
tulips,  white  stock  and  smilax.  Indivi- 
dual tables  bore  miniature  centerpieces 
of  pink  and  white  sweetpeas.  Accenting 
the  predominantly  pink  and  white  color 
scheme  were  gladioli  corsages  in  those 
shades  placed  beside  the  plate  of  each 
woman  at  the  speakers'  table.  The  en- 
tire room  was  lighted  by  candles.

Trinkle  Library  built  to  accommodate  150,000  books. 

Teaching  staff  enlarged  from  27  to  92. 

Earned  degrees  of  faculty  members  increased  from  4  Ph.D's  and  11  M.A.'s 
to  42  Ph.D's  and  35  M.A.'s. 

Campus  extended  from  65  to  381  acres. 

Offerings  in  various  curricula  increased  from  87  to  293  courses. 

Membership  in  Association  of  American  Colleges,  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  and  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
for  Women. 

Brompton  purchased  and  restored. 

Staff  (non-instructional)  increased  from  nine  to  fifty.

Dr.  Morgan  Lafayette  Combs,  presi- 
dent of  Mary  Washington  College,  was 
given  a  dinner  on  Saturday,  January 
15th,  by  the  faculty  and  staff  in  honor 
of  twenty  years  service  to  this  school 
as  president. 

Those  who  attended  the  dinner  which 
was  held  in  Seacobeck  Hall  were  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  staff,  their  hus- 
bands and  wives  and  invited  guests. 

The  invocation  was  by  Dr.  Robert  F. 
Caverlee,  pastor  of  the  Fredericksburg 
Baptist  Church  and  a  former  classmate 
of  Dr.  Combs.  Dean  Edward  Alvey,  Jr. 
presided.  He  said  that  honor  was  being 


paid  to  Dr.  Combs  for  his  achievements 
rather  than  the  length  of  his  service. 

Greetings  were  given  to  the  president 
of  Mary  Washington  College  from  the 
Chancellor,  Dr.  Colgate  W.  Darden,  Jr., 
who  said  that  he  was  glad  to  be  here 
as  president  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia and  as  a  personal  friend  of  Dr. 
Combs.  They  have  worked  together  to 
make  Mary  Washington  a  liberal  arts 
college  and  a  part  of  the  University. 
"This  college,"  he  said,  "is  the  length 
and  shadow  of  Morgan  L.  Combs." 

Mrs.  Jere  M.  H.  Willis,  on  the  Board 
of  Visitors,  mentioned  that  the  campus 
and  faculty  were  both  monuments  to 
Dr.  Combs.  She  paid  tribute  to  Mrs. 
Combs  also. 

Mrs.  E.  Alton  Parrish,  president-elect 
of  the  Alumnae  Association,  saluted  Dr. 
Combs  as  "a  man  of  vision  who  clothed 
his  dreams  with  reality."  Mrs.  Parrish 
represented  the  class  of  1929. 

Miss  Barbara  Haislip,  president  of  the 
class  of  1949,  said  that  she  is  proud 
that  this  college  is  a  part  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  and  proud  that  Dr. 
Combs'  vision  became  fact. 

Dr.  Roy  S.  Cook  presented  Dr.  Combs 
with  a  silver  punch  bowl  inscribed  in 
appreciation  of  his  outstanding  service 
to  the  college  and  his  loyalty  and  de- 
votion to  it.  He  pledged  the  full  co- 
operation of  the  faculty  in  the  years 
to  come. 

Dr.  Combs  was  deeply  moved  by  the 
tribute  paid  to  him  and  said  that  it 
was  a  full  reward  for  his  twenty  years 
of  service.  He  attributed  his  achieve- 
ments to  the  faculty  and  paid  honor  to 
Dr.  Darden  and  the  Board  of  Visitors. 
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Report  of  the  Alumnae  Education  Committee

(Note:  At  the  fall.  1948,  board  of 
directors  meeting  the  president  of 
the  National  Association  appointed 
an  Alumnae  Education  Committee 
to  survey  certain  aspects  of  change 
and  development  which  have  taken 
place  at  the  college.  Herewith  is  the 
report  of  that  committee,  presented 
to  the  board  of  directors  at  the 
Homecoming  meeting.  It  should  be 
stressed  that  these  statements  refer 
to  the  1947-48  academic  session. 
Acknowledgment  is  made  to  Dr.  Ed- 
ward Alvey,  Jr.,  dean  of  the  col- 
lege, for  providing  these  data  and 
facts.) 

During  the  four-year  period  just  con- 
cluded (1944-1948)  Mary  Washington 
College  has  passed  through  the  so-called 
transition  period.  Over  the  four-year 
span,  and  as  a  result  of  the  merger  with 
the  University  of  Virginia,  numerous, 
far-sweeping  changes  have  been  effected 
at  the  college.  The  changes  have  been 
administrative,  academic,  curricular.  In 
general,  it  may  be  said  that  all  changes 
have  tended  to  establish  this  institution 
as  a  liberal  arts  college  for  women.  A 
few  specific  examples  follow.  In  lieu 
of  the  14  different  curricula  offered  in 
the  1943-44  catalogue,  students  now 
study  for  one  of  two  degrees, — the  Bach- 
elor of  Arts  or  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
(or  the  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in 
Home  Economics), — with  possibilities 
for  majors  in  at  least  seventeen  dif- 
ferent departments  of  instruction.  The 
college  now  operates  on  the  semester 
basis  rather  than  on  the  quarter  basis. 
There  has  been  a  concerted  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  administration  and  faculty 
to  raise  the  academic  standards  at  the 
college.  To  this  end,  a  number  of  studies 
have  been  conducted  and  appropriate 
action  taken.  Students  are  being  held  to 
higher  and  higher  standards  of  scholar- 
ship performance,  and  regulations  re- 
garding probation  and  suspension  (due 
to  poor  scholarship)  have  been  tighten- 
ed. 


The  purpose  of  the  following  report 
is  to  present  a  survey  of  academic  deve- 
lopments during  the  1947-48  session, 
which  represents  the  last  year  in  the 
transition  period.  In  presenting  condi- 
tions as  they  now  exist,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  major  changes  over  a  period  of 
years   will   become   evident. 

REPORT   ON   ACADEMIC   DEVELOP- 
MENTS, SESSION  OF  1947-48 

Degrees  Conferred 

On  May  31,  1948,  a  total  of  239  bache- 
lor's degrees  were  conferred.  Included 
in  this  number  were  the  last  of  the 
so-called  teaching  degrees, — the  B.A.  in 
Education  and  the  B.S.  in  Education. 
Neither  of  these  degrees  will  be  con- 
ferred hereafter.

majors  in  the  new  departments  (Econo- 
mics and  Business  Administration,  Soc- 
iology). The  major  in  Science  will  be 
replaced  by  majors  in  Biology  and 
Chemistry  after  this  year. 

Changes  in  Curriculum 

In  the  session  just  concluded,  only 
the  senior  year  of  the  curriculum  for 
elementary  teachers  was  offered.  No 
work  in  this  field  will  be  offered  here- 
after. 

Courses  designed  for  the  training  of 
librarians  will  also  be  discontinued  en- 
tirely as  of  the  end  of  this  session. 

The  specialized  curricula  in  Cnramerce, 
Phvsical  Education,  Technical  Secre- 
tarial Work,  Dietetics  and  Vocational 
Home  Economics  were  offered  only  to 
juniors  this  past  session.  Next  session 
will  mark  the  completion  of  all  major 
programs  in  these  fields. 

The  new  majors  in  Economics  and 
Business  Administration,  Philosophy, 
Sociology,  Political  Science  promise  to 
attract  a  considerable  number  of  stu- 
dents. Since  it  is  not  necessary  for  the 
major  to  be  selected  until  the  end  of 
the  sophomore  year,  it  is  difficult  to 
obtain  accurate  statistics  at  this  time. 
It  is  estimated  that  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty  juniors  will  decide  to  take  majors 
in  each  of  these  fields  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Political  Science  where  approx- 
imately ten  or  twelve  majors  are  in 
prospect. 

Division  into  Departments 

In  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Board's  Committee  on  Mary 
Washington  College,  the  separation  of 
the  divisions  into  departments  has  been 
completed  this  past  session.  The  History 
and  Social  Science  Division  has  been 
separated  into  departments  of  Geo- 
graphy, History,  Political  Science,  Soc- 
iology. Majors  are  offered  in  all  except 
Geography. 

The  Foreign  Language  Division  has 
been  separated  into  departments  for 
each  language  offered.  Possibly  some 
groupings  of  these  languages  will  be 
made  for  administrative  purposes.  Maj- 
ors are  offered  in  French,  German,  Lat- 
in and  Spanish. 

The  Science  Division  has  been  separ- 
ated into  departments  of  Astronomy, 
Biology,  Chemistry  and  Physics.  Majors 
are  offered  in  Biology  and  Chemistry. 


The  new  catalogue  carries  this  revised 
organization  of  courses.  Course  offer- 
ings are  listed  by  departments  in  al- 
phabetical order.  All  divisional  organi- 
zation has  been   discontinued. 

Additions  to  Faculty 

As  previously  mentioned,  there  has 
been  marked  interest  in  the  new  majors 
in  Philosophy  and  Sociology.  This  past 
session  an  instructor  in  Philosophy  was 
added  to  the  faculty  to  offer  additional 
work  in  this  field.  There  were  103  stu- 
dents in  the  five  classes  he  offered. 

A  professor  was  added  to  offer 
courses  in  Sociology  and  head  the  de- 
partment. He  has  136  students  in  his 
classes.  The  demand  for  courses  in  this 
field  is  such  that  an  additional  teacher 
in  this  department  is  being  sought  for 
next  session. 

Two  additional  teachers  were  added 
to  the  Foreign  Language  Department 
because  of  increased  enrollments  in  this 
field.  The  fact  that  every  student  is  now 
required  to  complete  two  years  of  a 
foreign  language  for  a  degree  has  re- 
sulted in  a  great  increase  in  enrollment 
in  this  department.  Before  1944  foreign 
language  was  reauired  only  for  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  At  that  time 
a  larp*e  number  of  students  took  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree. 

A  visiting  professor  was  engaged  this 
session  to  offer  courses  in  Art  Appre- 
ciation (Art  Department)  and  Aesthe- 
tics  (Philosophy  Department). 

New  Major  in  Home  Economics 
As  approved  by  the  Rector  and  Visit- 
ors, the  college  has  inaugurated  a  major 
program  in  Home  Economics  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Home  Economics.  The  basic  require- 
ments for  this  degree  are  exactly  the 
same  as  those  for  the  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree.  The  major  program  re- 
quires twenty-four  hours'  (semester 
hours)  credit  in  Home  Economics  and 
twelve  in  related  fields  such  as  Art, 
Biology,  Chemistry,  Economics  and  Psy- 
chology. The  emphasis  in  the  Home 
Economics  courses  is  upon  content 
rather  than  upon  skills.  The  courses  are 
designed  for  a  liberal  arts  major  in 
the  field.  It  is  not  expected  that  gradu- 
ates of  this  department  will  qualify  for 
the  teaching  of  vocational  home  econo- 
mics in  the  public  schools. 
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It  is  understood  that  any  student 
may  elect  courses  in  home  economics 
if  she  wishes.  However,  no  student  other 
than  one  majoring  in  home  economics 
may  receive  credit  toward  a  liberal  arts 
degree  for  more  than  twelve  semester 
hours  of  work  in  this  field. 

Preliminary  estimates  indicate  that 
some  twenty-five  sophomores  will  wish 
to  begin  a  major  in  home  economics 
next  session.  About  the  same  number 
of  freshmen  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
major  in  this  field. 

Elective    Courses    in   Education 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  continua- 
tion of  the  two  elective  courses  in  Edu- 
cation to  enable  graduates  to  qualify 
for  the  Collegiate  Professional  Certifi- 
cate has  been  instrumental  in  attract- 
ing to  the  college  many  outstanding 
high  school  seniors  who  otherwise  would 
have  entered  colleges  where  these 
courses  were  available.  As  a  result  of 
improved  salaries  and  state  scholarships 
for  prospective  teachers  there  seems  to 
be  more  interest  in  teaching  among  the 
more  capable  high  school  graduates. 
Many  inquiries  have  been  received  re- 
garding the  availability  of  the  state 
scholarships  to  students  at  this  college. 

In  the  session  just  concluded,  110 
seniors  took  courses  to  qualify  for  the 
Collegiate  Professional  Certificate.  This 
is  46  9r  of  the  graduating  class.  Only  41 
juniors  were  enrolled  for  the  course  in 
Principles  of  Secondary  Education, 
which  would  indicate  a  much  smaller 
group  qualifying  as  teachers  upon  gra- 
duation in  June,  (1949).  It  must  be 
remembered,  however,  that  when  these 
students  entered  college  in  1945  it  had 
just  been  announced  that  all  courses  in 
Education  would  be  discontinued.  In 
other  words,  these  41  students  decided 
to  elect  the  courses  in  Education  as  soon 
as  it  was  learned  that  they  would  be 
available.  These  students  are  planning 
definitely  to  teach.  They  are  taking  the 
Education  courses  in  addition  to  a  nor- 
mal schedule  in  academic  classes,  be- 
cause they  wish  to  qualify  for  the  Col- 
legiate Professional  Certificate. 

Testing  Program 

In  March,  1948,  the  Graduate  Record 
Examination  was  administered  to  the 
entire  senior  class.  This  is  a  very  com- 
prehensive  examination  requiring  three 


four-hour  and  one  two-hour  sessions. 
The  medians  for  this  college  on  the 
various  parts  of  the  examination  closely 
approximate  the  national  norms  for 
liberal  arts  colleges  for  women.  They 
were  far  above  the  norms  for  state 
teachers  colleges  for  women. 

Association  of  American  Universities 

The  college  has  made  application  for 
recognition  by  the  Association  of  Amer- 
ican Universities.  A  large  amount  of 
data  on  faculty  training  and  experience, 
courses  offered,  teaching  load,  distribu- 
tion of  grades,  etc.,  was  compiled  for 
the  use  of  the  Visiting  Committee.  On 
April  19  and  20  (1948)  Dean  Hartley 
Simpson  of  Yale  University,  and  Dean 
Roland  G.  D.  Richardson  of  Brown  Uni- 
versity visited  the  college  on  an  official 
inspection.  The  committee  which  was  to 
have  passed  upon  the  application  of  the 
college  was  scheduled  to  meet  in  Octo- 
ber, 1948.  No  official  statements  have 
been  published  by  the  administration. 
However,  it  is  known  that  the  above- 
mentioned  Association  has  ceased  to 
function  as  an  accrediting  agency. 

Faculty  Publications 

A  record  of  Faculty  Publications  was 
compiled  this  past  session  and  printed 
as  a  bulletin  of  the  college.  Copies  were 
sert  to  the  libraries  of  all  the  better 
known  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
United  States.  The  bulletin  contained  68 
pages  of  text.  The  bulletin  also  con- 
tains a  brief  record  of  the  training  and 
experience  of  each  member  of  the  1947- 
48  faculty. 

Faculty  Studies 

During  the  session  the  Committee  on 
Academic  Standards  and  Legislation 
carried  on  a  number  of  studies.  These 
investigations  were  duly  reported  to  the 
faculty  with  recommendations  for  act- 
ion. A  typical  study  is  that  made  of  the 
class  attendance  of  students. 

This  past  session  the  seniors  on  the 
Dean's  List  ("B"  average)  were,  for  the 
first  time,  given  the  responsibility  for 
their  own  class  attendance  and  were  not 
required  to  submit  excuses  for  absences. 
A  check  on  the  working  of  this  system 
disclosed  that  the  average  senior  on  the 
Dean's  List  missed  for  all  causes  only 
3V3  classes  during  the  first  semester. 
Under    the    system    of    class    cuts    she 
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would  have  been  entitled  to  three  un- 
excused  absences  anyway,  plus  absences 
for  illness  or  other  approved  causes.  In 
other  words,  evidence  supported  the  con- 
clusion that  seniors  on  the  Dean's  List 
appreciated  being  given  the  responsi- 
bility for  their  own  class  attendance  and 
actually  missed  fewer  classes  than  they 
would  have  been  expected  to  miss  under 
the  class  cut  regulations. 

Comments  on  Faculty  Changes 
between  1928  and  1948 

Tremendous  progress  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  qualifications  of  the  faculty 
was  made  between  1928  and  1944.  For 
example,  the  percentage  of  teachers 
holding  the  doctor's  degree  rose  from 
6%  in  1928  to  48%  in  1944.  In  the  ag- 
gregate, the  1943-44  faculty  was  actual- 
lv  better  prepared  in  terms  of  academic 
degrees  than  that  of  1947-48.  During  the 
four-year  period  of  transition  the  col- 
lege lost  some  of  its  good  people  because 
of  the  one-year  tenure  in  effect  and 
because  of  the  more  attractive  salaries 
offered  elsewhere  before  the  salaries 
here  were  increased.  It  was  extremely 
difficult  to  make  good  replacements  be- 
cause of  the  shortage  of  college  teachers 
during  this  period.  Instructors  lacking 
the  desired  qualifications  were  employed 
only  for  a  one-year  period.  Their  places 
are  being  filled  now  with  more  out- 
standing candidates. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  just  men- 
tioned, 48%  of  the  faculty  in  1948  held 
doctor's  degrees  as  compared  with  42% 
in  1944.  There  are  several  instructors 
who  hold  only  bachelor's  degrees.  These 
people  are  mainly  in  art  and  music. 
Some  have  a  great  deal  of  training  in 
their  special  fields. 

The  faculty  of  1928  numbered  the 
same  as  that  of  1944,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  instructors  have  been  added  in 
languages,  Philosophy,  Sociology,  etc. 
But,  during  the  period  1944-48,  many  in- 
structors in  Commerce  and  Home  Eco- 
nomics were  dropped  because  their 
courses  were  being  discontinued.  There 
were  14  instructors  in  the  department  of 
Commerce  in  1944;  now  there  are  four. 
The  Home  Economics  staff  has  dropped 
from  five  to  two.  In  other  words,  the  in- 


structors offering  these  special  fields 
have  been  progressively  eliminated  dur- 
ing the  four  years.  The  group  left  is  a 
faculty  well-prepared  to  offer  the  liberal 
arts  courses. 

There  have  been  many  additions  to  the 
staff  which  are  not  reflected  in  statis- 
tics, such  as  supervisor  of  off-campus 
students,  director  of  public  relations, 
etc. 

Of  the  State  Teachers  College  faculty 
of  1928,  only  six  are  still  with  the  col- 
lege: Dr.  Roy  S.  Cook,  Dr.  Eileen  K. 
Dodd,  Dr.  O.  H.  Darter,  Miss  Eva  Tay- 
lor Eppes,  Miss  Dorothy  Duggan,  Mrs. 
C.  L.  Bushnell.  For  years,  all  additions 
to  the  faculty  have  been  made  with  the 
idea  that  this  college  would  some  day 
become  the  liberal  arts  college  for  the 
women  of  Virginia. 


In  conclusion,  it  may  be  said  that  a 
number  of  other  academic  and  curri- 
cular  changes  are  underway, —  (the  ad- 
dition of  three  interdepartmental  maj- 
ors, for  instance).  It  should  be  under- 
stood, however,  that  any  such  changes 
and  additions  are  still  pending  further 
study  and  action.* 

The  information  for  the  foregoing 
report  was  gathered  from  Dr.  Edward 
Alvey,  Jr.,  dean  of  the  college,  the 
office  of  the  registrar,  and  the  college 
catalogue  publications. 

*Post  Script:  On  April  11,  1949,  the 
faculty  of  the  college  voted  upon,  and 
approved,  three  new  major  programs. 
The  first  of  these,  called  the  "Inter- 
departmental Major  in  Pre-Medical 
Science,"  aims  to  prepare  Mary  Wash- 
ington College  students  to  meet  the 
stringent  demands  for  admission  to 
Medical  Colleges  of  high  standing.  The 
other  programs  are  called,  respectively, 
the  "Interdepartmental  Major  in  Amer- 
ican Ideals  and  Institutions"  and  the 
"Interdepartmental  Major  in  the  Early 
Humanities."  It  is  believed  that  these 
three  new  courses  of  study,  by  crossing 
the  boundaries  between  departments, 
will  afford  the  student  a  broader  educa- 
tional foundation  than  is  possible  when 
concentration  is  in  one  department  only. 
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Alumnae  Contact  Committee

The  Alumnae  Contact  Committee  has 
been  endeavoring  to  work  out  a  system- 
atic plan  for  contacting  each  graduate  of 
Mary  Washington  College,  and  as  many 
former  students  as  possible.  We  are 
concentrating  on  the  classes  of  1929  and 
1939  this  year.  In  addition  to  the  chair- 
man, the  committee  is  composed  of 
Georgiana  Woodhouse,  class  of  1939, 
and  a  member  of  the  class  of  1929. 

In  order  for  this  committee  to  func- 
tion properly  we  must  have  the  coopera- 
tion of  each  member  of  the  association. 
We  have  been  using  the  Battlefield,  our 
college  annual,  as  our  starting  point, 
but  have  found  this  method  to  be  quite 
inadequate  as  many  of  the  graduates 
have  married  and  moved  to  other  parts 
of  the  country.  It  has  been  necessary 
for  us  to  collect  information  through 
newspapers,  and  by  asking  each  former 
student  to  give  us  any  information  she 
might   have. 

We  have  prepared  a  questionnaire,  a 
copy  of  which  follows  this  article,  based 
on  the  general  pattern  of  the  question- 
naire issued  by  the  A.  A.  U.  W.,  to  in- 


corporate information  which  we  believe 
will  be  helpful  to  the  association  and  its 
executive  secretary.  This  form  does  not 
require  lengthy  answers  and  for  this 
reason  we  feel  each  graduate  will  take 
the   few   minutes   necessary   to   reply. 

The  effectiveness  of  this  committee 
is  limited  due  to  the  lack  of  resources 
to  carry  on  its  work.  The  committee  has 
readily  agreed  to  furnish  both  postage 
and  stationery,  but  its  members  feel  that 
in  doing  so  they  may  be  establish- 
ing a  precedent  for  future  commit- 
tees. In  view  of  this  fact,  we  have 
requested  the  consideration  of  the  board 
of  directors  for  an  appropriation  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  stationery 
and  stamps.  We  also  believe  printed 
questionnaires  mailed  in  official  enve- 
lopes would  add  greater  prestige  to  the 
association  and  would  bring  a  greater 
response  from  the  graduates,  thus  enab- 
ling us  to  fulfill  our  purpose  of  bring- 
ing the  files  of  the  association  up-to- 
date  and  also  to  interest  graduates  in 
becoming    members    of   the    association.

One  hundred  and  forty-four  delegates 
representing  48  colleges  in  the  Southern 
Intercollegiate  Association  of  Student 
Government  attended  the  organization's 
annual  convention  at  Mary  Washington 
College.  April  7-9.  Senator  Margaret 
Chase  Smith,  of  Maine,  was  the  chief 
speaker. 

States  in  the  association  are  Virgiina, 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Geor- 
gia, Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  Texas,  Kentucky  and  Ten- 
nessee. All  the  delegates  were  women, 
except  six  men  observers  from  North 
Texas  State  College. 

Delegates  were  welcomed  on  Thurs- 
day by  Dr.  Morgan  L.  Combs,  president 
of  M.  W.  C,  and  Barbara  Watson,  Stu- 
dent Government  president  at  M.  W.  C. 

The  theme  of  the  conference  was  "The 
Individual  in  Student  Government."  Dis- 
cussions on  various  aspects  of  this  theme 
were  led  by  Preston  Hodges,  of  Sweet 
Briar  College;  Marjorie  Hill,  of  Long- 
wood  College,  and  Nancy  Parks,  of 
Agnes  Scott  College. 

A  reception  for  the  delegates  was 
held  Thursday  evening  by  the  M.  W.  C. 
Student  Council.  On  Friday  night  a 
talent  show,  "Spring  Reflections,"  with 
Betty  Nash  as  mistress  of  ceremonies, 
was  given.  Talent  on  The  Hill  was  fea- 
tured. Mrs.  Charles  Lake  Bushnell  ad- 
dressed the  group  Friday  afternoon.  The 
visitors  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  Frede- 
ricksburg Saturday. 

The  formal  banquet  Saturday  even- 
ing climaxed  the  convention.  Anne 
White  of  M.  W.  C,  vice  president,  was 
toastmistress  and  Barbara  Watson  made 
a  short  address.  Nancy  Hanks,  out- 
going president,  presented  Senator 
Smith  an  honorary  life  membership  in 
behalf  of  Frederick  H.  Owen,  Jr.  and 
the  student  body  of  Stetson  College. 

Fear  of  insecurity  is  the  number  one 
problem  of  the  American  people  today, 
Senator  Smith  said  in  her  address.  This 
she  attributed  to  fear  of  a  Third  World 
War  resulting  from  an  attack  on  the 
United  States  by  Russia.  She  appealed 
for  "patience"  with  the  United  Nations, 
but  admitted  that  the  attitude  of  Rus- 
sia left  us  no  choice  but  to   rearm. 


Senator  Smith  said  Russia  is  count- 
ing on  an  economic  depression  and  nat- 
ional bankruptcy  in  the  U.  S.  "This,  the 
Politburo  feels,  would  make  America 
ripe  for  a  bloodless  revolution  of  com- 
munism and  thus  obviate  the  necessity 
of  war,"  she  said.  "Since  we  cannot 
block  Russia,  we  must  back  up  our 
foreign  policy  by  making  aggression  as 
unattractive  as  possible,  and  peace  as 
attractive  as  possible.  Russia  must  be 
convinced  that  we  mean  what  we  say." 

The  woman  senator  declared  that 
the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  should  be 
ratified  by  the  senate  and  that  she  saw 
it  as  a  "vehicle  for  realistic  peace." 

Every  adult  should  read  and  study 
Articles  IV  and  V  of  the  pact,  she  said. 
Under  Article  V  the  United  States  re- 
serves the  right  to  declare  war  by  its 
constitutional  processes,  but  an  attack 
on  a  treaty-nation  would  morally  obli- 
gate us  to  go  to  that  country's  assist- 
ance. 

"We  will  fis:ht  on  foreign  land  if  at- 
tacked," Senator  Smith  said,  "but  I  am 
not  convinced  yet  that  we  will  readily 
send  men  and  arms  to  another  country 
to  help  it  combat  an  internal  conflict." 

Senator  Smith  concluded  her  address 
by  saying  that  she  was  confident  the 
youth  of  today  has  the  ability  to  become 
the  leaders  of  tomorrow,  and  added  that 
she  was  pleased  to  see  the  young  people 
of  the  Student  Government  Association 
thinking  and  talking  about  serious  mat- 
ters. 

Outgoing  and  incoming  officers  of  the 
association  were  presented.  The  out- 
going officers  were:  Nancy  Hanks,  of 
Duke  University,  president;  Anne 
White,  of  M.  W.  C,  vice-president;

Upon  their  graduation,  Mary  Frances 
"Bunny"  Cheatham,  '47,  and  Julia 
Dooley,  '47,  both  received  junior  scholar- 
ships which  were  given  by  the  Virginia 
Museum  of  Pine  Arts.  Each  was  for 
$1500.  These  scholarships  are  awarded 
on  a  competative  basis  and  there  were 
a  number  of  applicants  from  Virginia 
schools.  For  this  reason  we  feel  quite 
proud  that  two  of  the  scholarships  were 
given  to  M.  W.  C.  graduates.  "Bunny" 
used  this  scholarship  to  study  painting 
at  the  Art  Students  League  in  New  York 
City,  and  Julia  began  study  at  the  Art 
Institute  of  Chicago.  The  following  year, 
"Bunny"  was  given  a  second  scholrship 
for  $1300  by  the  Virginia  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts,  and  she  continued  her  studies 
at  the  Art  Students  League. 

The  Virginia  Artist  Exhibition,  pre- 
viewed March  23rd,  1949,  in  the  Virginia 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  had  in  its  collec- 
tion two  paintings  by  "Bunny."  Out  of 
the  total  167  works  passed  by  the  jury 
and  representing  work  in  all  art  media, 
22  entries  by  17  artists  have  been  recom- 
mended by  the  jury  for  purchase.  "Bun- 
ny's" painting  "Girl  Sewing"  is  included 
in  that  group. 

While  at  M.  W.  C,  "Bunny"  was  pres- 
ident of  the  German  Club;  president  of 
the  Modern  Literature  Club;  publicity 
director  for  the  Art  Club;  treasurer  of 
the  International  Relations  Club;  art 
editor  of  the  Epaulet;  a  member  of  the 
Senior  Commission  and  charter  member 
of  the  Student  Federalists.

Greater  New  York  Chapter 


The  Greater  New  York  Chapter  cov- 
ers a  fifty  mile  area  around  metropoli- 
tan New  York.

Those  girls  who  have 
homes  of  their  own  usually  have  hus- 
bands at  home  on  Saturdays — and  too, 
any  trip  to  the  city  is  an  occasion  be- 
cause of  the  expense  involved  when  one 
is  not  a  regular  commuter. 


The  point  is,  then,  that  when  a  meet- 
ing is  held  for  alumnae  in  Greater  New 
York,  it  must  take  on  a  very  special 
air.  It  can  not  become  just  a  habit  meet- 
ing, but  must  be  an  event  worthy  of  the 
time  and  money  involved  in  making  the 
effort  to  be  present.  This  is  the  reason 
the  New  York  Chapter  meets  three 
times  during  the  year.  This  is  why  we 
have  gone  all-out  to  make  these  three 
dates  outstandingly  attractive  in  every 
way,  to  every  individual.  We  have 
focussed  our  attention  upon  entertain- 
ment and  programming.
